Pursuant to tin pro clamatio ns o f the President o f the United Slates 
and the Go verno r o f this State, I, War Savings Directo r fo r the State o f 
Illino is, acting under the autho rity o f the United States Treasury Depart­ 
ment, huve called all tax -pay ers and wage-earners to meet o n Friday , 
June 28th, to give their subscriptio ns fo r War Savings Stamps. In rural 
co mmunities nnd the smaller to wns and cities, meetings will be held in 
the scho o l ho uses at 2 p. m. 
The scho o l o fficers will co nduct the meeting in each scho o l ho use, 
keeping a reco rd o f the pro ceedings and repo rting the names o f all per­ 
so ns present and the amo unt o f War Savings Stamps subscribed fo r by 
them. The names o f absent perso ns, and o f tho se who refuse o r neglect 
to subscribe, with their reaso ns fo r so do ing, will also be repo rted. 
War Savings Stamps (which are United States Go vernment Bo nds 
the same as Liberty Bo nds) can be paid fo r during any mo nth m -the 
y ear 1918, but it is intended that subscriptio ns will be signed fo r them 
o n June 28. 
The price o f each War Savings Stamp depends upo n the mo nth dur­ 
ing which it is bo ught. During June each Stump will co st $4.17. 
In July 
each Stamp will co st $4.18, and so o n, o ne cent mo re each mo nth during 
1918. On January 1, 1923, the Go vernment o f the United States4 will re­ 
deem all War Savings Stamps ut $5.00 each, no matter during which 
mo nth In 1918 they were bo ught. They co st less during the early mo nths 
in 1918 than during the later mo nths because tlie perso n who buy s earlier 
has lo aned bis mo ney to the Go vernment fo r a lo nger time than if he 
sho uld buy later.

Everything is b eing 
done to make for highest efficiency, 
b oth of lab or and money, 
To make for this efficiency all the 
material used in making orioles at

case of yarn, for ex amp le, for 
the 
making of the knitted articles, 
the 
outp ut of several factories has b een 
secured, the yarn b eing of a certain 
quality. In this way sufficient quan­ 
tity is ob tained to sup p ly all chap ­ 
ters and no b uying on the op en mar­ 
ket is to b e done. Comp etition 
and 
high p rices are thus eliminated. 


Each chap ter is assured its quota 
in the making of the various articles 
and is ex p ected 
to do no .iiore Per 
less with an ex cep tion in regard

the great need. Chap ters are request­ 
ed to regulate their work according 
to the quotas assigned.

sup p ly of raw materials adequate m 
quantity and efficiently 
distriDuteci. 
2. A systematic method of assigning 
quotas of p roduction to chap ters. 3. 
Intimate co-op eration b etween chap ­ 
ters and the division office. 
A few months ago the 
ca^ went 
out to work incessantly. We had no 
p revious record 
of p roduction 
to 
guide us. Now we know the articles 
we need and the desired quantities. 
We must adjust our desires to serve 
and work to regular organized b usl 
ness methods so that 
we can con­ 
serve our energies, our raw material 
and p erfect the quality of our finish­ 
ed p roductt. 
Central division of the American 
Red Cross has good 
reason to 
b e 
p roud of its p ast record of p roduc 
tion. To every ap p eal from national 
headquarters it has given a loyal and 
generous 
resp onse. 
Let us again 
show our sp lendid sp irit and willing 
ness to serve b y accep ting our allot­ 
ted tasks cheerfully. In making the 
quotas assigned us let us b e more ef­ 
ficient than ever. Let 
us show'

Wish the b lue water 
of it were only warmer; would take 
a swim p roviding I could dodge the 
jelly fish, for they sting you. Had a 
swim yesterday. The crew b et me 1 0
